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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

TO  THE   HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
AND   CITIZENS   OF    JEFFERSON 
Gentlemen : — 

This  is  the  eighteenth  of  the  series  of  annual  re- 
ports and  the  third  by  the  present  Superintendent. 
It  is  an  effort  to  place  before  the  Board  and  Citi- 
zens, a  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  the  schools, 
together  with  suggestions  as  to  their  continued  im- 
provement. 
FINANCES 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that 
it  was  possible  to  close  the  last  school  year  so  near- 
ly out  of  debt.  Seven  hundred  dollars,  received  as 
additional  State  Aid,  materially  helped  this  situ- 
ation. You  readily  understand  that  it  is  difficult  to 
estimate  appropriations,  practically  18  months  in 
advance.  The  Budget  proposed  in  this  report  shows 
a  positive  reduction  of  seven  hundred  dollars  in  the 
amount  of  money  requested  for  the  purpose  of  op- 
erating the  schools.  Great  care  has  been  taken  in 
preparing  this  Budget  so  that  it  may  meet  the  needs 
for  the  year  1928-1929.  The  appropriation  for  the 
current  year  ending  June  30,  1928,  was  sufficiently 
large  as  to  make  possible,  the  payment  of  all  debts 
to  the  Selectmen  and  leave  a  definite  balance.  Only 
an  unforeseen  contingency  can  change  this  result. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  plans  made  last  year 
and  the  year  previous,  and  places  the  district  upon 
a  sound  basis  so  far  as  its  finances  are  concerned. 
REPAIRS 

Teachers  and  pupils  alike,  appreciate  the  atti- 
tude of  the  Committee  in  endeavoring  to  keep  the 
school  buildings  up  to  a  reasonable  state  of  repair. 
The  work  which  was  done  last  year,  added  much  to 
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the  comfort  of  the  pupils  in  the  Starrking  and  Val- 
ley Schools.  Storm  windows  at  the  former  have 
eliminated  much  of  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the 
cold  winds.  The  furnaces  which  have  been  installed 
at  Starrking  and  the  Meadows  schools  have  added 
slightly  to  the  cost  of  fuel  for  these  buildings.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  furnaces  of  this  type  were 
installed  with  the  idea  of  increasing  the  ventilation 
without  the  necessity  of  utilizing  the  windows.  This 
means  that  cold  air  is  heated  belore  it  is  circulated 
throughout  the  room.  This  provides  for  a  more 
equable  distribution  of  warm  air  in  the  room  and 
does  away  with  the  necessity  of  pupils  ''huddling" 
around  the  stove,  thus  increasing  the  efficiency  of 
the  school  work.  It  is  believed  that  with  reasonable 
care  in  operation,  these  furnaces  will  add  to  the 
general  welfare  of  the  schools  and  afford  ample  heat 
facilities  for  many  years  to  come. 

This  policy  of  the  Board,  in  gradually  bringing 
buildings  and  equipment  up  to  date,  should  be  con- 
tinued until  every  building  can  be  said  to  be  in  first 
class  condition.  That  such  is  the  purpose,  has  been 
repeatedly  evidenced  during  the  past  year.  Three 
buildings,  the  Starrking,  Valley  and  Riverton  build- 
ings, were  renovated  by  interior  painting  and  the 
Starrking  school,  by  outside  painting. 
ATTENDANCE 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  attendance  of  the 
pupils  in  the  schools  for  the  year  1926-1927,  was 
very  much  less  than  that  of  previous  years.  When 
it  is  realized  that  each  day  in  school  is  worth  $10 
to  each  pupil,  parents  and  citizens  alike,  should 
bend  every  energy  to  assist  every  child  to  be  in 
school  consistently.  There  seems  to  be  a  little  better 
sustained  effort  during  the  present  school  year,  but 
constant  interest  must  be  had  by  everyone  involved. 
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if  anything  like  a  satisfactory  attendance  record  is 
to  be  maintained.       It  is  worth  money  to  the  boys 
and  girls  to  be  in  school  on  full  time  every  day. 
HEALTH 

The  recommendations  made  last  year,  regard- 
ing the  employment  of  a  school  nurse  for  follow-up 
work  of  the  Medical  Inspector,  has  not  been  carried 
out.  The  reason  is  that  no  towns  in  this  immediate 
vicinity  were  able  to  share  with  us  their  nurse  or  as- 
sume the  additional  expense.  Plans  are  now  being 
made  by  the  State  Department,  through  Mrs.  Mur- 
phy, to  make  an  adjustment  so  that  this  work  may 
be  undertaken  in  the  near  future. 
TEACHERS 

There  were  but  two  changes  in  the  teaching 
staff  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  June.  This  has 
made  it  possible  for  the  plans  and  policies  inaugur- 
ated last  year,  to  be  carried  forward  this  year.  The 
result  will  affect  practically  all  the  class  rooms. 
Better  reading  is  taking  place  in  the  lower  grades. 
Penmanship  has  been  somewhat  improved,  and  the 
English  is  now  coming  in  for  its  share  of  attention. 
While  changes  in  personel  are  bound  to  take  place, 
it  is  believed  that  with  the  present  attitude  of  the 
school  Board,  a  satisfactory  degree  of  stability  in 
the  teaching  staff  will  result. 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  Headmaster  at  the  High  School  has  con- 
ducted special  tests  in  that  building  and  made  com- 
prehensive reports  regarding  the  results.  A  direct 
product  of  these  tests  has  been  the  promotion  of  one 
pupil  to  a  higher  grade  and  the  definite  knowledge 
that  some  of  the  pupils  have  not  done  sufficiently 
well  to  be  classified  properly  in  the  grades  to  which 
they  have  been  assigned.  This  applies  to  two  pupils. 
There  are  special  reasons  in  each  case,  which  make 
it  inadvisable  to  reclassify  these  particular  pupils. 
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The  High  School  itself,  as  to  program  of 
studies,  as  to  instructing  staff,  and  as  to  earnestness 
of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  show  a  decided 
upward  trend.  Attendance  is  better,  pupils  are  at 
work.  This  will  result  in  more  satisfactory  trained 
boys  and  girls  and  greater  school  progress  than  has 
been  the  case  in  some  previous  years. 
FRESHET 

It  should  be  recorded  that  the  schools  suffered 
some  loss  of  time  as  a  result  of  the  freshet  in  Novem- 
ber. This  rendered  roads  and  bridges  impassable, 
seriously  interefering  with  attendance.  While  no 
lives  were  lost  and  there  was  little  property  loss  to 
the  schools,  the  general  efficiency  was  temporarily 
impaired.  This  was  especially  true  of  the  Valley 
School  which  was  cut  off  from  the  outside  world  by 
the  damage  to  the  road.  It  was  only  possible  to 
reach  this  building  by  walking  and  then  at  som.e 
risk  of  a  severe  wetting  if  the  ice  did  not  hold.  Ihe 
Board  did  the  obvious  thing;  closed  this  building 
and  opened  the  Highland  School.  It  may  be  decided 
later  whether  or  not  it  is  more  advisable  to  con- 
tinue the  Highland  School  or  to  reopen  the  Valley 
School,  perhaps  in  a  new  location.  Much  of  the 
time  lost  by  the  freshet,  has  now  been  made  up  and 
the  schools  have  resumed  their  former  normalcy. 
RECOMMENDA  TIONS 

Several  recommendations  previously  made, 
have  been  adopted  and  carried  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion. Others  are  in  process  of  completion  and 
still  others  need  further  consideration.  Reasons, 
previously  given,  still  exist  and  may  be  found  in 
recent  reports.  It  would  add  much  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  work  of  the  schools,  were  affirmative  action 
taken. 
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1.  The  need  still  exists  for  permanent  assis- 
tance in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent. 

2.  It  is  still  desirable  to  have  stated  times  of 
meetings  of  the  Board. 

3.  The  question  of  the  school  music  should  be 
further  considered  with  favorable  action  if  proper 
support  can  be  had. 

4.  Repairs  should  be  made  at  the  High  School. 

5.  Repairs  should  be  made  to  the  Highland 
School  if  it  is  to  be  utilized  beyond  the  present  year. 

The  genuiness  of  the  cooperation  received  from 
teachers,  pupils,  citizens  and  the  Board  makes  the 
work  in  Jefferson  peculiarly  interesting.  It  is  my 
purpose  to  continue  to  merit  such  a  spirit  of  whole- 
heartedness  as  will  result  in  greater  school  progress.
